harbors located on the shores of the Pacific ocean 
way be counted on the fingers of one's hands. 
They are San Francisco, Seattle, Yokohama, 
Nagasaki, Shanghai, Hong Kong and Manila. 
These ports are destined to handle practically 
all the foreign trade of the Pacific basin. The 
officials and business interests responsible for 
the prosperity of each have generally recognized 
the urgency of preparing for an unprecedented 
development in the commerce of this area. 


San Francisco Bay has done less than any of 


the others. As a consequence Seattle, Yoko- 
hama aud Nagasaki, and Shanghai have gone 
ahead of this harbor in the volume of commerce 
handled. 
The port of Shanghai has recently 


wtarted upon a new and comprehensive program 
of harbor 
development. The Whangpoo Con- 


servancy Board, according to Consul il. F. Per- 
kins, has just submitted a report embodying a 
•plan to make a world harbor at Shanghai. It is 
recommended 
(hat an 
expenditure 
of 
aver 


•?:iO,000.000 be made to convert the Whangpoo 
river into a lake whose shores will be one con- 
tinuous line of docks and shipbuilding plants, 
with wharves that will handle in modern and 
economical manner the enormous commerce which 
China's recent advancement now makes certain. 


The following nre some of the considerations 


which led the conservancy board to formulate the 
plan: The trade between Asia and other con- 
tinents will in the immediate future increase 
enormously; the construction of the Panama 
canal insures the traffic on the Pacific and 
Indian oceans making great progress as com-: 
pared with traffic on the Atlantic; it is expected 
.that the world will no longer fail to obtain tho 
'co-operation of China in the development of In- 
tercourse on the ocean. 


A question of paramount importance is there- 


fore: To which harbor or harbors in Asia will 
the express traffic across the Pacific be directed? 
Prom a glance at the map, it may be concluded 
that this harbor can only be found in Japan, or on 
that part of the Chinese coast which faces Japan 
—probably in the vicinity of the Yangtze estuary. 
If a Japanese harbor becomes the terminus for 
express Iliun-s. ihe journey to the continent must 
be made by secondary ships. 
If, on the other 


hand, these liners proceed to the Chinese coast 
the sea journey is once nnd for all completed. 
.If 


at a'suitable point of the east coast of China a 
modern harbor is arranged, there is no doubt that 
this harbor will he freuuentnd by even the greal- 


:i£>.'il in express traffic. 
iinii: value should be attached to 


the possibility nf constructing such a harbor in 
immediate proximity to Shanghai it is difficult 
to say, but as a parallel ca.se Hamburg may be 
mentioned.

acterized by high fever, delirium and 
much weakness. 
The sufferer may 


even lapse Into a typhoid condition. 
Although a recurrence ia rare, there 
may happen a relapse onco, twice or 
oven three times. 
If this, however, 


docs not take place within a few 
weeks after 
tho main attack the 


greater part of the danger is most 
likely over. 


During the height of tho disease 


the patient should remain In bed 
and he as nuiet as possible so that 
tho fever may not bo Increased iy 
Unnecessary activity.

General McAdoo. 
Advances are effec- 
tive as of September 1. 
This order, affecting half the rail- 
road men in th* United States and add- 
ing approximately 
?150,000,000 to the 
annual pay roll in calculations ot" labor 
representatives, represents the second 
largest aggregate wage increase ever 
granted In America industrial history. 
It is supplementary to the general rail- 
road 
wage order issued 
nearly four 
months ago, providing for about J300,- 
000,000 Increases, and. for the classes 
of employees affected, it supp:anta pro- 
visions of that order.
